Washington, March 4.— That no 
more desirable place could have been 
selected tor the affair than the pension 
buildinp; wan proved 1 hursday even- 
ing;. Its spacious interior was some- 
what crowded with well dressed hu- 
manity, but in view of the fact that no 
larger place was obtainable, that can 
not be considered a basis for criticism. 

Early in the evening the various

Forty-Two Prople Were In Jur-.l-Elght 



HostoN, March ft.— An explosion of 
escaping gas in the subway at tho cor- 
ner of Tremont and lioylston streets, 
shortly before noon Thursday, threw 
the neighborhood into a panic.
